Déecember ended with the warm- 
est weather of the month although 
at least three mornings of its Inst 
weele were at zero or below, Jan- 
nary started with promise of 4 
thaw, but Hght snow Jate Sunday 
wax followed ‘by three nights and 
days of high winds and cold. 

During this time much wind 
damage haa been reported, Inolud- 
ing power and telophone lines, win- 
dows, doors, and metal roofing, 
Roads were blocked only temporn- 
rily by drifts and fallen trees, while 
the cold made it nearly impossible 
to keen roids sanded, 

In Albany the wind reached ur- 
rican proportions, where 3,000 feet

The concentrated attention on an 
activity of interest which combines 
the discipline of the mind and body, 
apparently tidea the teenager over 
that uncertain perlod between 
childhood and adulthood. 


The parent and teacher who ts
